No Middle West Roads 
Have Thus Far Agreed 
To The Proposals. 


CONFERENCE TO BE 
HELD IN NEW YORK 


Action Expected To End 
Strike At Once On Many 
Class One Roads. 


By the Associated Press. 
CHICAGO, Sept. 14.—The policy 
committee of striking railway shop 
crafts late last afternoon authorized 
B. M. Jewell, strike leader, to sign 
separate peace agreements with in­ 
dividual roads. 
This action, it was stated would 
end the strike on some 30 to 52 of 
the 202 class one railways of the 
country which entered into direct 
negotiations with Mr. Jewell recent­ 
ly at Baltimore and on any others 
who 
cared 
to 
accept 
the 
peace 
terms. 
With the announcement that par­ 
tial peace had been secured came 
the first definite statement from 
Samuel Warfield, president of the 
Seaboard Air Line, a representative 
of a railroad security company said 
to control thirteen billion dollars of 
stock, which showed he was re­ 
sponsible for negotiations that final­ 
ly ended in the agreement. 
The agreement was reached be­ 
fore the committee of 90 adjourned 
last afternoon without recessing for 
lunch. 
Preparations for ordering the men 
back to work on the roads parties 
to the agreement were begun to­ 
night in a meeting of the executive 
council 
attended 
by 
the 
national 
officers of the shop crafts. 
The first move in the negotiations 
which culminated in the agreement 
started in New' 
York 
August 
25 
when all hopes of ending the strike 
—even through the aid of the “big 
four” brotherhood—had ended. Mr.

J. M. Kurn, president of 
the St.

“We have recruited our forces vir­ 
tually IOO per cent’* said Mr. Kurn, 
“and among those

who walked out July I.** 
According to

Louis-South 
Western (Cotton Belt) railroad, the 
forces of the road have been replac­ 
ed at least 50 per cent since August 
28, the day on which the railroad’s 
offer to take back all old employes 
expired. 
“The railroads had waited nearly 
60 days before closing the doors to 
employes** said Mr. Uptergrove “and 
since the expiration of the time lim­ 
it for their return we have replaced 
at least fifty per cent of the striking 
employes.**

was predicted that orders ending the 
strike on some roads would be issued 
within a few hours.

A NEW PROPOSITION. 
Victor Miller, police commissioner of 
St. Louis, in an address delivered at a 
church meeting in that city Wednesday, 
declared that the wholesale violations of 
the national prohibition law was appalling, 
and made the further statement that, in 
Ms opinion, the 
only 
way by which the 
eighteenth amendment 
can 
be enforced 
would be to make the purchaser of liquor 
equally guilty with the seller and, subject, 
upon conviction, to the same punishment. 
There can be no question of the efficiency 
of such a provision of the law, just as there 
can be no denial of the fact that the prohi­ 
bition amendment is defiantly violated to 
a degree undreamed of by those not fully 
conversant 
with 
what is going on. 
Not 
only is this true in St. Louis, but it is true 
in the smaller communities, and, indeed 
even in what is termed in the country, for 
it is in those sections that great quantities 
of illicit liquor is distilled. 
From these lo­ 
calities the stuff is transported to the vil­ 
lages and cities and sold in bulk by 
wholesale bootleggers to those who dis­ 
pose of it to the consumers— either by the 
bottle or the drink. In St. Louis, those who 
know declare that intoxicants can be pur­ 
chased in nearly every “soft drink’' estab­ 
lishment that is the successor of a saloon, 
the only difference between the old and 
the new manner of doing business being 
the increased price charged and the infer­ 
ior quality served. 
In Sedalia, but to a 
lesser degree, of course, the same condi­ 
tions exist, and, 
according 
to the most 
authentic reports, the same is true in all 
parts of the country. 
"~If Mr. Miller’s remedy could be adopted 
prohibition would speedily become what it 
was intended to be by those who brought 
it into being, but, under existing conditions 
legislation of the sort would in itself be a 
violation of the constitution. 
During the 
war when it was sought to make the per­ 
sonnel of the army and navy totally ab­ 
staining the only method that could legally 
be pursued was to make it unlawful either 
to sell or give intoxicants to a man in uni­ 
form. A law could not be passed prohibit­ 
ing those in sendee 
from 
purchasing or 
from using either wine, beer or liquor. 
It 
was held that such legislation would be an 
ipvasion of the personal rights guaranteed 
to each individual by the constitution. 
Mr. Miller’s proposition sounds good and 
is good, but the only way by which it could 
be put into effect would be the passage of 
another amendment 
to the 
constitution, 
taking away from the individual the right 
now possessed of following his own sweet 
will as to what he shall drink. 


SAYS TRUCKS SHOULD BE REGU­ 
LATED. 
From the Kansas City Journal. 
Chairman Theodore N. Gary of the state 
highway commission 
of Missouri, 
which 
has charge of the 
$60,000,000 
highway 
project in Missouri, urges that motor truck 
traffic on Missouri roads be restricted to 
proper tonnage and to a low rate of speed, 
and that motor trucks should be compelled 
:o pay license fees commensurate with the 
►vear and tear to which they subject the 
•oads. 
: “Motor trucks in England pay $400 a 
'ear license fe e/' says Mr. Gary. 
“ These 
ees are expended to repair the w ear and 
ear the motor trucks cause the roads. 
: “In Missouri the motor truck license is 
8 a year. It should be at least $80 a year. 
“There will be no use in Missouri build- 
1g good roads unless motor truck traffic 
e restricted to certain limits of weight and 
peed, and motor trucks should be made to 
ay license 
fees 
sufficient 
to cover the 
*ear and tear to which they subject the 
jads used by them.” 
Before the day of the concrete road and 
lotor car, when a privately owned trans­ 


portation company began business it was 
obliged to buy right of way, build a road 
bed, lay rails, etc., all at great cost. 
Now comes the United States, the states, 
counties, cities and towels to build and to 
maintain concrete highw*ays at public cost 
paralleling in many instances the tracks of 
privately ow*ned railroads and electric rail­ 
ways. 
Now7 transportation companies are form­ 
ed merely to buy motive pow*er and cars. 
The state supplies and maintains the road­ 
way free of cost to the motor transporta­ 
tion company. 
The question arises: 
Is it fair competi­ 
tion for the privately 
owned 
steam rail­ 
roads and electric railways for the state to 
compel them to buy rights of way, build 
and maintain 
roadbeds, 
etc., 
tax them 
heavily, etc., and at the same time build 
roadways to be used free of charge, with 
little taxation, by the motor transportation 
companies? 
The motor truck breaks up and destroys 
the state-built roads. 
Subject any road to 
heavy motor truck traffic and it will be de­ 
stroyed within a very short period. 


AN UNORTHODOX VIEW OF RUSSIA. 


By his work during and after the war 
W alter Duranty earned a reputation as one 
of the keenest observers and most trust­ 
worthy reporters of European affairs. 
In 
an article written in Moscow and printed 
in the London 
Outlook 
Mr. Duranty ex­ 
claims with astonishment over the state­ 
ments that he reads in English 
papers 
“about the impending flight of Trotzky, 
the fatal 
illness 
of Lenine, and the ap­ 
proaching internecine strife and fall of the 
government. 
No government in Europe is 
more stable. 
Lenine is much better.’* Mr. 
Duranty says further: 
“Russia is emerging from night into 
day. 
The harvest, taken all in all, is 
only about 30 per cent below pre-war 
average. 
This means that Russia has 
come back, and 
that 
within 
three 
months the 
peasants 
will 
have up­ 
wards of fifty million pounds ($225,- 
000,000), in real purchasing value, to 
spend. 
They need everything and an 
industrial revival is certain to follow*/’ 
Furthermore, according to this writer, 
Western 
Europe and 
America 
make a 
great mistake w*hen they laugh at Bolshe­ 
vist finance. 
In a self-contained country 
like Russia, he says, Bolshevist finance, un­ 
orthodox though it may be, actually works. 
The rouble, in his judgment, is approach­ 
ing if it has not attained relative stabiliza­ 
tion. 
Moscow he thinks, has achieved “de­ 
monetization,” and the new notes now be­ 
ing issued by the Soviet government are 
w’orth 10,000 times more than the face 
value of the old notes of equal denomina­ 
tion. 
This picture of Russia as it now exists is 
about as different from the average man's 
conception of that 
country 
as anything 
could be. 
It cannot be weaved aside as un­ 
doubtedly false and misleading. 
It is an­ 
other indication that those who are still 
expecting the early collapse of the Soviet 
state have a long w*ait ahead of them.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Sept. 15. 
—An order issued last afternoon by 
thj State Public Service Commission 
calls for 
an 
investigation 
of the 
freight rates in force in this state 
on road bilding materials. All of the 
railroads are cited in the order to ap­ 
pear at a hearing to be held in Jef­ 
ferson City October 3, to inquire into 
the necessity for promulgations of 
new rules, regulations and rates on 
intrastate shipments in carload lots. 
The combination takes the initia­ 
tive in the matter and calls the hear­ 
ing on its own motion.
